The deposition of Abdul Hamid was

The assembly took a secret v ote, an d 
the decision was su bmitted to Sheik 
Ul-Islam who issu ed an edict approv ­ 
in g the action .

The Ra c k , Pa c e a nd Amble . 
The rack is a gait of the horse be­ 
tween a trot and a gallop or canter, in 
which the fore feet move as in a slow 
gallop, while the hind feet move as in 
a trot or pace. 
It is usually an arti­ 
ficial gait, but is sometimes hereditary 
or natural. 
There is much confusion 
of terms in respect to this gait, due 
to the fact that the gait itself is some­ 
what varied, according as the racker 
carries the one or the other fore foot 
foremost in the galloping motion of 
the fore feet: that many confound the 
rack with the pace, the words often 
being used synonymously, and that 
many have mistaken the use of the 
words “ pace” and “ amble.” 
There is 
abundant evidence that the American 
pace of today is the amble of Eu­ 
ropeans of the last century and earlier. 
The motion of the hind feet is the 
same in the trot, the pace and the 
rack. 
In the trot the diagonal hind 
and fore feet move nearly simulta­ 
neously. 
In the pace or amble the 
hind and fore feet of the same side 
move nearly simultaneously.—Boston 
Globe.
